REBELS RENEW THEIR RAIDS 
ON RANCHES OF AMERICANS. 


With Mexicali as Their Base, the Insurrectos. Make 
Frequent Incursions Into the Estates of United States 
Citizens, Which They Pillage and Rob of Horses, Cat- 
tle and Forage—Sugar Beet Company Suspends Work. 


ALEXICO (Cal) April 1¢6.—{Ex- 
Clusive Dispatch.] There is a sur- 
prising gain in pro-insurrecto sen- 
timent here within the last week. 
Formerly the insurrectos were re- 
garded as usurpers and inimical to the 
interests of the residents of the Im- 
perial Valley and but little sympathy 
was extended to them in their effort to 
disturb existing conditions in that part 
ot the Imperial Valley south of the in- 
ternational boundary line. Faith was 
pinned to the Mexican government and 
the belief was prevalent that when the 
Federal troops arrived here the insur- 
rectos would be driven out of Men- 
cali and normal conditions restored. 
But Col. Miguel Mayol and his famous 
fighting battalion have come and gone 
and the insurrectos still occupy Mexi- 
call. Actual reBidents in Mexico ter- 
ritory and those having property in- 
vestments in Mexico have carefully 
avoid doing anything that would 
bring the wrath of the insurrectos up- 
on them or antagonize the Mexican 
government, but it has been a perilous 
path to travel to hold the good will of 
the two opposing factions, one the reg- 
ularly recognized government and the 
other in rebellion againgt the adminis- 
tration. But the reckless attack made 
by Stanley Williams against a part of 
the Federal army a week ago Satur- 
day and the fact that the Federal com- 
mander failed to follow up the ad- 
vantage realized in the defeat of the 
rebels, together with the fact that he 
immediately thereafter took the back 
track, has done much to create a sen- 
timent favorable to the insurrectos. 
The fact is lost sight of that perhaps 
Mayoi had no orders to retake Mexi- 
cali and many believe that he did not 
attempt to capture the town for the 
reason that he feared de 
The United States army has been 
constantly handicapped in efforts to 
prevent violation of the neutrality 
laws by those who are in sympathy 
with the insurrectos and now that the 
number of these sympathizers is in- 
creasing the government troops are up 
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against it harder than ever. It was be. 
lieved some time ago that if the sup- 
plies could be cut off from the insur- 
recto army these adventurers would be 
eventually starved out. Ot course the 
raids made by Williams on ranches 
last week did much to reinforce the 
field equipment and replenish the com- 
missary departments, but at the same 
time active aid by sympathizers has 
kept the imsurrecto camp apparently

ACTIVITY IN WAR DEPARTMENT

EXICO CITY, April 16.—A call 
for volunteer soldiers to serve for 
six months was posted here to- 
day. The call is made to all citizens 
between 18 and 45 years of age, who 
desire to lend their services to the 
country. The pay is one peso (50 
cents) a day besides clothing and 
equipment. The customary induce- 
ment of advancement in rank and pay 
to those who prove worthy, is in- 
cluded. 

In addition to the regular army, the 
War Department has at ‘its dis- 
posal numerous volunteer organiza 
tions maintained by wealthy planters, 
mine owners and others.

So far as known, 
none of the prisoners, among whom 
are believed to be many Americans, 
were wounded, and none escaped. 

Great hope for peace is entertained 
here because of the prospect of arrival 
of Francisco Madero, Sr., father of the 
rebel leader. Madero, Jr., has been 
much pleased with recent events in 
Mexico City, which, he says, have en- 
couraged him and strengthened insur- 
recto prospects. He told the correa- 
pondent he would be glad to welcome 
his father, but was emphatic that no 
sentiment or family consideration 
would induce him to lay down arms.

| BISHOP CONATY. 
ST. VIBIANA’S CATHEDRAL. 
THE RESURRECTION AS THE FOUNDA:- 
OF OUR GREATEST FEAST DAY 
AND ITS REAL SIGNIFICANCE. 


16 HE RESURRECTION” was the 
12 of Bishop Conaty’s Easter 
sermon delivered to a congrega- 
tion which filied St. Vibiana’s Cathedral 
to overfiowing last evening. The Bishop 
said in part: 
“Without the divine character of 
Christ and the truth of the resurrec- 
tion, Jesus of Nazareth is reduced to 
the condition of an imposter and the 
truth is not in his goapel. Twenty cen- 
turtles of faith and love testify to the 
fact that the gozpel must be divine, 
that the promise of the resurrection 
must have been fulfilled. and that Ccd is 
tn Mm and his work will last forever. 
“It is important to vote two witnesses 
of the resurrection, one St. Peter, and 
the other St. Paul. St. Peter, who had 
denied his Master at the very moment 
When fidelity and loyalty should have 


the champion of Christ, 
the leader of his apostolate whose mes- 
sage to Jew and tile was the mes- 
sage of the crucifixion and the resur- 
rection. The name by which he worked 
miracles and established the church 
was the name of Jesus who had risen 
from the dead. Such a witness has the 
character of credibility especially when 
he gave his life for the faith which he 
preached. St. Paul as a witness of the 
resurrection has also a «special claim to 
te heard and believed. He 
one of the arch-conspirators against the 
new religion; a leader of the Pharisees, 
he was full of hate toward the follow- 
ers of Christ. His prejudices were in- 
tense and certainly the motive which 
led him to become 


“The resurrection with St. Paul was 
not personal, it was rather the echo of 
Christian tradition as well as of that 
revelation which came to him directly 
from God who called him to be the 
genie to the Gentiles. The whole 
thought of St. Paul in his episties 
seems to revolve around the *~ucifixion 

resurrection. There is an inten- 
ot love for Jesus crucified and 
Jesus risen from the dead. He preached 
Christ crucified, ‘a scandal to the Jews 
end a folly to the Gentiles.’ If Christ 
be mot risen, our preaching is vain. 
The supreme wish of his life is Jesus 
ena Jesus crucified. St. Paul, like St. 
Peter, gave his life for his faith in the 
Divine Saviour, whose name was the 
only one under heave by which men 
could be said to be saved.

Of Him John said, 
‘The word was made flesh, and dwelt 
among us, and we beheld His glory.’ 
That the creator of all things, as well 
as themselves, should lay aside sov- 
erlegnty and take the place of a serv- 
ant is a mystery to angels. 

“Secondly as they gazed they beheld 
an unbroken law within the ark which 
set forth the perfection of the man 
Christ Jesus, who had the law of God 
hid in his heart and with whom it re- 
mained unbroken as it had with none 
other who was in the likeness of man. 
This also was a matter of deep inquiry 
and continual interest on the part of 


angels. 

“Thirdly upon the tables of the law 
was sprinkled the blood of the lamb 
from the brazeen altar which signified 
that merey had triumphed over justice 
and that justice had been satisfied that 
merey might be extended. It was on 
the cross of Christ that mercy and 
truth met together and righteousness 
and peace kissed each other and this 
legal procedure tssuing in divine for- 
giveness is a standing wonder to an-

“Fourthly within the ark was a rod

The text of the Easter sermon yes- 
terday morning at the First Congrega- 
tional Church by Dr. Wm. Horace Day, 
was Phillipians 3: 10-11. He said in 


These verses contain one of the most 
helpful and beautiful prayers to be 
found in the New Testament. This is 
St. Paul's prayer, That I may know 
Him and the power of His resurrection, 
and the fellowship of His suffering be- 
coming conformed unto his death, if 
by any means I may attain unto the 
resurrection of the dead.’ 

“The writer of these wonderful words 
of this petition desired to live forever, 
and he wanted to be sure about it. He 
was concerned because of those who 
had gone out into the life beyond. He 
was also concerned for himself. ‘If 
a man die, shall he live again? That 
question is hidden away in our hearts, 
whether we have thought about it 
definitely this Easter morning, or not. 
Christ ts risen: He is risen indeed. As. 
we have greeted each other with these 
beautiful words this morning, we too, 
desire some answer to that question, ‘If 
a man die, shall he live again?’ 

“In order that Paul might be sure, 
he prayed that he might know the 
power of Christ and His resurrection, 
That I might know him.’ Men through- 
out the centuries have desired to know 
Christ. All sorts and conditions of 
men have been concerned with this 
knowledge. Herod, the voluptuary, the 
tyrant, desired to know Christ, from 
curiosity perhaps, that he might see 
sime miracle at his hands, but he de- 
sired to know Christ. 

“Hearing that Jesus was persecuted 
by the chief people in Judea, the King 
of Armenia sent, offering him an asy- 
lum with him for that ancient 
desired to know Jesus of whom he had 


heard. 

“Two desciples of John followed after 
this Jesus of Nazareth, and Jesus, 
turning, said; ‘What seek ye? And 
they said, ‘Rabbi, where abidest thou?’ 
For they wanted to know Jesus. For 
three years these men knew Him face 
to face. They thought they knew Him 
well, but these three years came and 
went and they found they only knew 
Him after the flesh. They had not yet 
begun to know Jesus. In another place, 
St. Paul offered the same prayer; ‘Lord 
God of Hosts, that I might know Him. 
You, too, have desired to know Him. 

It has been a great service that the 
home has rendered you in family bible 
study; you as a child were brought to 
know something of Jesus of Nazareth 
after the flesh. You were taught to 
commit certain verses that fell from 
His lips. Step by step through your 
childhood you grew in wisdom and in 
favor with God and man in prepara- 
tion, as the child became filled with the 
knowledge of Him, but you know, and 
we all know, that in spite of our study 
as children that our knowledge of Him 
is far from perfect-—that we cannot be 
said to have done that for which St. 
Paul prayed as he cried, ‘That I might 
know Him.“

“Prayer with Him was appropriate 
for all times and all seasons.

If 
prayer is a natural part of one’s life, 
it will be a perfectly natural expres- 
sion at the time of death.

If we would ‘die the death of the 
righteous’ and have our last end like 
His, then we must begin now to live 
the life of the righteous and practice 
its gracious habits.

Rarely ig the subject 
preached upon now and rarely is it 
ever thought of except as an absurdity.

luminous and soul-satisfying.. _ 
When once we see that “the wages 
of sin is death” and not .etetnal tor- 
ment; and that the Bible hell. is the 
tomb and not a fiery furnace; and that 
all mankind go to sheol, to hades, just 
as did our Savior; then we begin to 
See that what we all need fs to be 
saved from sheol, from hades, as was. 
the Savior. A resurrection-salvation 
is thus the salvation hope of the 
Church and of the world. : 
What a relief this gives us as re- 
spects parents, children, neighbors, 
friends and the heathen, who have

is no dispute among scholars as to 
what is signified. The words sheol-and 
hades are well known to refer, not to a 
place of suffering or torture or anima- 
tion of any kind, but to the uncon- 
sciousness of the death state.

The so-called Apostles’ Creed declares 
that Jesus descended into hell, but 
arose from the dead on the third day. 
All scadlars know that nothing in the 
words sheol and hades has any rela- 
tionship to fire or pain or suffering or 
consciousness, and thus this phrase of 
the Apostles’ Creed is universally ex- 
plained.

The glorified Jesus and His glorified 
Church, the Bride, will be the Royal 
Priesthood, whose special work for a 
thousand years will be the uplifting of 
mankind, not only from the tomb, but 
also to perfection of life, “every man 
in his own order” or rank. Tae uplift- 
ing will bless as many as are willing, 
lifting them from the degradation and 
meanness and imperfection into which 
all’ have fallen by one man 4180 
ence, under the laws of heredity.

Merely. he would 
put the question that we meght see 
how weighty is the subject—how much 
depends on the answer. He exultantly 
answers, “Christ is risen!" We re- 
joice in this for several reasons. First, 
how sad it would be if He who laid 


and tasted death on our behalf should 
have lost by His loyal endeavor to 
serve us and to do the Father's will! 
How glad we are that He Is risen, and 
that He was not raised again in the 


flesh, with the loss of His heavenly | 


glory, but raised as the King of all, far 
above all others, and partaker of the 
divine nature! 

Secondly, we are glad on our owné 
account, and on account of all man- 
kind; for if our Lord Jesus had not 
been raised from the dead it would 


that He had not been faithful-—up to 
the divine standard and therefore 
that His life could not be a satisfaction 
for the human life lost in Adam, or else 
it would have proved that God, wh. 
had promised to raise Him from the 
dead if He would be obedient unto 
death, had been unable to do so; and, 
if unable to raise Him from the dead, 
we, likewise, would be without rope, 


even if our sins were cancelled by wir- 


tue of His sacrifices. 

The apostie’s words give a further 
suggestion: Our Lord in H's reeurrec- 
tion became “the first-frults of them 
that slept.” This signifies that none 
Was ever raised from the dead before 
Him. As another scripture dé@clares, 
“He was the first that should arise 
from the dead.“ There were indeed 
others awakened from the tomb, by 
Jesus Himself and also previous .to 
His advent.

If local dramatics have to be stultified 
and fussed witn by a committee of moral 
experts, the jess intelligent and unenlight- 
ened the members of this purity organiza- 
tion the better it will be. 

Nothing is as tyrannical and despotic as 
intelligent interference. An unenlightened 
censorship of plays would be utterly un- 
able to cope with the niceties of moral 
judgments and the larger principles of eth- 
ics, so that some of our best plays would 
pass this board where, for instance, they 
would not be given a chance by an intelll- 
gent committee. , * 

An unintelligent censor’s idea of morals 


would be limited largely to the exposure 


of the human figure, The genuinely im- 
moral things he would never interfere with, 
for the simple reason that they have been 
sanctioned the world over and accepted. 
For instance, if any body of censors 
should endeavor to prohibit a performance 
of “Romeo and Juliet,” or “Hamlet,” or 
“The Doll's House,” or “The City,” or “The 
Second Mrs. Tanqueray,” or “Hedda Gab- 
ler,” it would not only be tyranny, Dut it 
would be a decided step toward the iImpedi- 
ment of dramatic as well as human 


progress, 

Yet this is exactly what an Intelligent 
board of censors would do. For any intel- 
ligent man knows that the plays I have 


mentioned are far more insidiously immoral } 


than “The Girl With the Whooping Covgh,” 
“The Girl from Rector’s,” “The Queen of 
the Moulin Rouge,” and the score of other 
vulgar and silly burlesques which are year- 
ly closed by the police. 

An intelligent censor would realize that 
there could be no harm done the individual 
or the community by allowing “The Girl 
from Rector's to run its inane course. But 
he would know that nine-tenths of Ibsen's 
plays are written with the stipulated pur- 
pose of upsetting existing morals—in other 
words, that they are avowedly immoral. 


The unintelligent censor would know also 


that the illegal love-making of “Romeo and 
Juliet,” couched as it is in beautiful poetry, 
is far more dangerous, morally, than the 
open and vulgar love-making of a married 
man with a French maid—that pet risque 
situation of our censored burlesque. 

Our greatest plays and dramatic classics 
would be prohibited—and rightly—by an in- 


telligent censor whose duty it would be to 


protect public morals. But an unintelligent 
censor could not work this havoc with the 
dramatic profession for the simple reason 
of his mental inability to cope with any 
but the more obvious dramatic issues of 
immorality, sucb as young ladies in tights. 

Therefore the only hope for enlightened 
drama in Los Angeles is to carefully select 
this committee of censors in view of their 
stupidity. 


Another point in regard to the unintelli- 


gent censorsaip is that so long as vice of 
any kind in a play—incest, adultery, mur- 
der, thieving, lying, or what not—ends 
pleasantly, the performance is considered 
w.wuiy moral. For instance, a ravishing 
goddess of the underworld may flout herself 


‘through four acts In a most disgraceful 


manner; but if she repents verbally before 
the final curtain falls the play is consid- 
ered a great moral lesson. : 

On the other hand, U this same woman 
refuses to repent because the lure of her 
immora: lHfe is too great, the play ts imme- 
diately denounced as pernicious and the 
managers are notified to close their doors. 

In the first instance we have a genuinely 
immoral play—a play which paints vice in 
all of its gaudy colors and ends up by hold- 
ing out the hope that one may always “come 
back.” Personally, I fail to see any moral 
lesson in this. It would appear that it 
rather encourages vice. | 

In the second instance we are shown the 
true horrors of immorality and are virtu- 
ally told that the lure of this life is too 
great for one to overcome after one has 
become enmeshed in it. This is denounced 
as immoral. As a matter of fact, it is 
highly moral—being far more of an object 
lesson and a much bettef sermon than the 
play in which the Magdalen regains re- 
spectability by weeping a little and prom- 
ising to be good. 

Two recent instances of plays of this 
character might be cited—“The Redemption 
of Evelyn Vaudray” and “The Easiest Way.” 

In the former we have a woman who 
goes wrong and, after enjoying the fruits 
of her immorality for a year or more be- 
gins to weep just before the final curtain. 
Whereupon her husband reinstates her in 
her former life of virtue and respectability. 
This is considered a highly moral play. 
What it really teaches, however, is that any 
young girl can do about as she likes and 
that she need not fear the consequences, 
for 4 will always be able to return to 
her life of virtue as soon as she tires of 
the primrose path. 3 | 

In the other play, “The Easiest Way,” 
no such hope is held out to the fallen Mag- 
dalen. .The lady of this play makes every 
attempt possible to become virtuous again. 
But there is no hope for her. She is fol- 
lowed by her deeds and she cannot escape 
the consequences. In the end we leave 
her a broken and hysterical woman, forced 
to go on living a life of rottenness. This 
powerful object lesson—far more powerful 
than any repentance play could possibly 
be—was closed in Boston on the 
of being immoral. | 

One extreme disadvantage which would 
follow in the wake of intelligent censor- 
ship—that is, censorship which adhered 


rigorously to the cause of protecting public 


morals—would be the inability of managers 
to produce any play in which independent 
thought was manifest. 
Seventy-five per cent. of our best plays 
would not pass the censor board. Most of 
the plays of Hauptmann, Sudermann, 
Pinero, Shaw. Schnitzler, Strindberg, Ibsen, 
Sardou, Tolstoy, Jones, Wilde, Masefield, 
Bjornson, Andreiyev, Hervieun, Wedekind 
and d'Annunzio would be put under the ban. 
The plays which Los Angeles would see un- 
der this system would be dramatic inan- 
ities and the cheaper musical comedies. 
An unintelligent censor, on the other 
hand, would be unable to cope with the 
status of the greater dramatists. He would 
permit Man and Superman“ —a danger- 
ously immoral play. Also he would permit 
the incest of Shakespeare and the terrible 
immoralities of Sudermann, such as Mag- 
da; because, not being able to understand 
them, he could not pass an opinion. He 
would, however, put the ban on the vse 
of the word “damn,” and would insist that 
chorus girls should not display their un- 
derwear. These would be the matters 
which he would be able to understand.
